The purpose of this memo is to explain the need for the purchase of 
a new replacement vehicle for combined use by the Department of 
Redevelopment and the Department of Economic Development. 

Presently, a 1984 Chevrolet is used by staff from both departments 
for official use, staff travel, transporting prospects and official 
visitors to the City and the like. This vehicle was acquired by the 
Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission in 1984 and is beginning to 
show the unreliability that accompanies a vehicle its age.
